The second trial of the Lem You per- 
jury case Was concluded yesterday 
afternoon im Department Six. The 
morning session was consumed by FY M. 
Guthrie, Esq., in addressing the jury on 
behalf of the defendant, and after 
lunch Deputy District Attorney Phibbs 
made a brief but forcible speech in 
closing for the prosecution. The 
matter was finally submitted to 
the jury at 2:25 o’cleck, and 
forty minntes later that body re- 
turned verdict -of conviction, 
much to the surprise of the defendant 
and his. coutsel, whereupon the Court 
ordered Lem You to appear for sen- 
tence on Wednesday morning next. 

This is the first conviction for per- 
jury that has been secured in this 
county for many years, and in view of 
the fact that the Chinese commit the 
crime without any compunction, when- 
ever it suits theiy ends to do,so, in the 
local courts, it isto be hoped that the 
conviction of Lem You will havea bene-. 
ficial effect in future. ppd 

RELEASED ON BAIL. 

Henry E..O’Brien, formerly cashier 
of the defanct California National Bank 
of San Diego, who was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury for having falsified 
his books, Was brought up from that 
place yesterday by United States Mar- 
shal Gard for the purpose of having his 
bond, which*:is inthe sum of $5000, 
approved by Judge Ross. Unfortunately 
for O’Brien the Judge was out of the 
city and the Marshal was compelled to 
keep his prisoner in custody. 

The indictment filed against O’Brien 
alleges that.on May 2, 1891, while em- 
ployed as aclerk in the bank, he made 
certain false entries in the teller’s 
book, viz,,, entering $40,000 to the ac- 
count of ‘deposits,’’ $79,667.87 to the 
credit of the “general account,” $59,- 
500 as “bank bills in vault’’ to the 
credit of the cash account, and $94,- 
292.64 as feceipts, when in fact no 
such sums had. been /received, for the 
purpose of misleading the authorities as 
to the true condition of the bank’s 
affairs. 

O’Brien- 'eaify found sureties in the 
sum required, who qualified before Com- 
missioner Ward at San Diego, but as 
the matter was already before ‘the 
court, Judge Ross himself must approve 
the bond efore the defendant can be 
released.” 

Acting upon the advice of his attor- 
ney, who accompanied him, O’Brien 
had nothing to say about the matter 
yesterday. 

__ SUIT ON a CONTRACT. 

In Department Three yesterday Judge 
Wade tried the case of Lucy Thompson 
Enriquez vs: D. W. Field, as adminis- 
trator estate’ of Allen Cann, de- 
ceased, an aétion to compel the specific 
performance of a contract entered into 
in November, 1888, by Allen and Man- 
uela Cann and William H. and Mary 
Thompson, whereby the former agreed 
to adopt the latter’s nine-year-old 
daughter, Lucy, and leave her all their 
property, in consideration of the child’s 
parents allowing her to permanenity 
reside with.them..

were still outstanding claims amount- 
ing to $669.53, it was, of course, con- 
siderably reduced. The plaintiff had 
filed a claim of $350 against the estate 
on September 11 last, for services ren- 
dered, but it had been withdrawn next

THE EARTH'S ABUNDANCE 


Fruits and Flowers at the. World's 
Fair. 


The Horticaitaral Display at the Exposi- 
tion Will Sarpase all Previous Ones 
and Will Be Beautifal Be.. 

yond Description. 


The horticultoral display at the 
World's Fair will be bewildering in ex- 
tent and marvelous in beauty. The ex- 
hibit will possess great scientific and 
educational value, but to the ordinary 


the most striking. Indeed, it will play 
an important part in the adornment of 
the great Exposition. While in almost 
every part of the Exposition grounds 
may be seen gratifying evidences ef the 
very efficient work of the Horticultural 
Department, the central point of inter- 
est will naturally be in the exhibit in 
the horticultural building. This stfuc- 
ture is 998 feet long and has an ex- 
treme width of 250 feet. Its plan is a 
central pavilion with twoend pavilions, 
each connected with it by front and 
rear curtains, forming two interior 
courts, each 88,by 270 feet. Sur- 
mounting the central pavilionis a beau- 
tifully proportioned dome, 187 feet in 
diameter and 113 feet high. 

In the south pavilion of the building 
will be installed the viticpltural exhibit, 
embracing all varieties of wine and 
everything pertaining to its mann- 
facture. An idea of how complete this 
part,of the exhibit will be can be gained 
from the fact that applications for 
space have already been received from 
thirty-three foreign couatries._From 
abroad the exhibits of France, Germany, 
Spain and Italy will be especially nota- 
ble.. A fine exhibit of Chilean wines 
and raisins, famed for their superior 
quality, will be made. California will 


make a splendid display, all of the great 


firms being exhibitors and having ap- 
plied for much more space than can pos- 
sibly be allowed them. If permission, 


tor Stanford will exhibit a wine foun- 
tain’ This, as planned, will throw for 
two hours each morning and afternoon, 
graceful streams of wine to the height 
of twenty-two feet. 

In the rear curtains of the building 
will be shown the fruit exhibit, which 
willinclude all varieties grown in any 
part of the world, As far as it is possi- 


ity of cases, fine specimens of the natu- 
ral fruit willbeshown. Otherwise wax 
models so perfect in appearance as to 


will be substituted. For this exhibit 
about 44,000 square feet, or more than 
an entire acre of space is reserved. A 
very complete and splendid exhibit of 
citrons and other fruits will be sent 
from California, Florida, Mexico and 
South American countries. By means 
of refrigerators ripe fruit can be sent 
long distances without injury, and after 
reaching the fair cold storage facilities 
will be available to keep it in perfect 
condition. 

The exhibit in the important line of 
floriculture will be exceptionally exten- 
sive, and the preparation of it is far ad- 


hibit could not well be a success, for time 


is required for the plants to overcome 
‘| the check received in. being trans- 


planted. More than 500,000 trans- 
planted shrubs and plants, of many spe- 
cies, are now growing in the exposition 
grounds and the number is rapidly in- 
creasing. The department sent out cir- 
culars to.prominent horticulturists and 
horticultural societies in all parts of 
the world requesting donations of 
plants, and agreeing to permit the ndme 
and address of the donors to appear in 
connection with such specimens as they 
might send. The result is that thou- 
sands of plants—excellent specimens, 
too—have been forwarded. Among 
them are more than 50,000 rare rose 
plants, which have been donated by 
firms all the way from California to 
Hungary. 

The floricultural exhibit wfil not be 
concentrated in one place. In the 
front curtains of the building will ap- 
pear the greenhouse and hothouse 
plants—a very large variety and many 
rare and beautiful specimens. There, 
too, will be the finest display of orchids 


world. One firm alone will spend $40,- 
000 on its orchid exhibit. At the open- 
ing of the fair, Chief Samuels says, 
there will %e.a display of 2000 differ- 
ent varieties of orchids, embracing 
fully 15,000 specimens. Beneath the 
great dome will be the largest tropical 
plants obtainable, including Japanese 
and Chinese bamboos 75 to 8U feet 
high, palms 30 to 40 feet high, and 
tree ferns fifteen feet or more in 
height. There will also be a miniature 
mountain covered with tropical plants, 
and inacave within will be tried the 
experiments of growing plants by elec- 
tric light and of growing them by the 
aid of electric currents, passed through 
the soil, both of which, it is claimed, 
have been accomplished with remark- 
able results. 

The two courts of the horticultural 
building will be filled with orange 
groves from California and Florida, re- 
spectively. In each there will be not 
less than 160 trees, each bearing about 
200 bright, ripe oranges. Thus an in- 
teresting comparison may be mide be- 
tween the oranges of the two States as 
to size and flavor, etc. The courts will 
also contain growing specimens‘of lem- 
ons, limes, bananas, etc. California 
would like to make a much larger dis- 
play than will be possible, and applied 
for about fifty times as much space as 
could be assigned. It will occupy an 
acre on Midway Plaisance with a citrus 
exhibit. On the plaisance, too, five 
acres will be devoted to a nursery ex- 


hibit, and Wisconsin will show there a 


cranberry marsh. Six acres in front of 
the horticultural building will be de- 
voted to the floricultural exhibit, as 
will also space about many of the larger 
buildings. 

The ‘‘wooded island,’’ or as more 
properly named, perhaps, the flowery 
island,.will be one of the most beauti- 
ful and attractive spots at the Exposi- 
tion. It embraces between fifteen and 
sixteen acres, and has been turned over 
almost entirely to the Horticultural De- 
partment for its exhibits. There, liter- 
ally speaking, will be acres and acres 
of flowers of brightest and most varied / 
hues and pleasing perfume. Little 
groves “of “trees; clu “Of 
and sinuous walks will relieve the gor- 
geous monotony of this floral display. 
On the northend of the island Japan 
will build its strange, antique temple 
and surround it with the choicest plants 
and flowers of the island realm of the 
Mikado. At various turns of the wind- 
ing walks which thread this delightful 
domain of the flowers the visitor will 
encouater artistic little structures of 
the summer-house description, within 
which one may seat himself and enjoy 
rest and beauty and perfume. Many of 
these retreats—sixteen or eighteen in 
number—vwill have thatched roofs and 
be covered with growing vines and oth- 
erwise ornamented in. keeping with 
their beautiful surroundings.

Next Tuesday the National Republi- 
can Convention will assemble and the 
eyes of the American people will be 
“focused upon it in the most intense in- 
terest.

Rising—More Inundations Feared— 
A Howling Blizzard With

Omana (Neb.,) June 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Bee’s special from 


ited by'a terrible cyclone this afternoon 
about four o’clock. While the streets 
were crowded a huge, funnel-shaped 
cloud dropped to the ground, first strik- 
ing the building of H. W. Cole and car- 
rying off the roof.

work. One man was severely injured. 

The storm center seemed to rise up in 
the air and began to drop to the ground 
about three blocks away, striking the 
Congregational Church, in which child- 
ren were rehearsing for Children’s day.

The church was raised from its founda- 
tions and dashed down in a mass of 
ruins, burying about sixty children, 
together with the pastor of the church 
and several teachers. 

‘Most fortunately the falling timber 
formed an arch over the heads of those 
in the church, and all were soon re- 
leased from imprisonment. Several 
were seriously injured and they cannot 
live. Among them are Maud Perry, 
Dan McAlpine, Harry Carfipbell, Ruth 
Creswell and her little sister Maud and 
Laura Allen, and the pastor, Rev. W. 
Stevenson. Many injured childrea 
have legs and arms broken, and others 
are hurt internally. The list of injured 
is about fifty, but as many were carried 
home at once it is impossible to get the 
exact number.

The ninth monthly meeting of the Pasa- 
dena Teachers’ Institute was held in the 
Wilson High school yesterday morning, 
with alarge attendance. After the open- 
ing exercises, which were conducte 
Miss Hattie C..Stacey, Principal A. L. Ham- 
ilion, of the Gartield school, presented an 
interesting paper on *‘The Pasadena Teach- 
ers’ Institute.’” This is the twenty-seventh 
institute that bas been held here and those 
who have attended all of these meetings 
have received’ much benefit in the line of 
useful instruction. Mr. Hamilton briefiy 
reviewed the programmes of former insti- 
tutes, which contained many excellent sub- 
jects treated by prominent educators. The 
leading thoughts of a number of the papers 
were quoted and the function of the insti- 
tute was ably discussed.

-. Figures. That Eloquently Suggest the 


Conquest of Man Over the Wild 
Forces of Primeval 
Nature, 


May 81.—[Specially contrib 
uted to Tue Timzs.] The Administra- 
tion Building designed by Richard M. 
Hunt is likely to be the most interesting 
and beautiful of all the buildings at the 
World's Fair. The directors have de- 
cided to increase the Vast exterior at- 
tractions by. means of symbolical 
groups of figures, which will be placed 
around the base of the dome, on the 
upper rotunda and fir front of the en- 
trance on the ground surface. They 
are not intended to be purely decora- 
tive, but are designed to break the mo- 


notony of straight lines, and lend a} 


certain uniqueness to the curving lines 
of the dome. The groups will be placed 
in pairs, and will cleverly symbolize the 


ress of man. 


The figures at the base of the dome 
will be eight in number, typifying Art, 


Industry, Peace, War, Theology, Justice, | 


Science and Commerce, while the fig- 


ures atthe base of the upper rotunda 
will embody the attributes of civilized 
maw as distinguished from the savage. 
These are to be arranged in twelve dif- 
ferent groups, eighteen feet in height. 


_ They will portray Abundance, Strength, 


Liberty, the Chase, Agriculture, Unity, 
Religion, Amusement, Charity, Patriot- 
ism, Tradition and [ruth. The system 
of ornamentation has been so cleverly 


carried out that while illustrating the 
‘progress of man the statuary will ap- 


pear not as something added to, but as 
essential portions of the design. 
ALLEGORICAL. FIGURES. 

Carl Bitter, the sculptor, has engaged 
an extra force of workmen in his studio, 
who will be kept busy until the day of 
opening. Allof the clay*models are to

both architect and sculptor. The fig- 


ures are all molded one-sixth of the 
required size when they are sent to 
Chicago and enlarged for the building. 
The eight groups around the entrance 
will be thirty-two feet high, typifying 
the forces of nature in their wild state 
and as subdued and made useful by the 
genius of man. The subjects illustrated 
will be Fire, Earth, Land and Water. 
One of the most important of the 
figrres around the dome is Justice, a

The expression of the male figure in 
the allegorical. grouping representing 
Strength is stern. A lion rests be- 
side him, and he is surrounded by 
shields and trophies that he is supposed 
to have captured in war. 

STRONG GROUPING. 

The female figure in Amusement is 
seated upon a chair covered by a 
panther rug. Vine leaves and grapes 
are entwined about her head and she 
holds a wine cupin herhand. A nude 
boy is at her feet playing a flute. 

The old man, typifying Tradition 
is seated in a chair surrounded by books, 
giobes and a raven, but he is appar- 
ently absorbed. in the boy at his feet, 
to whom he is relating stories of olden 
times. 

Some of the most important groups 
have not been completed, and, as they 
will occupy more time in designing, 
have been left to the last, when careful 
work can be given to their study and 
better care in molding the plastic ma- 
terial. 

Diligence will become a prominent 
subject. The female figure here is 
fully draped, and her feet are covered 
by sandals, which rest upon the ped- 
estal.

As Computed by the French Scientist—A 


Wewel Plan to Settle “Ructions”. 


Between Nations—Use of 
Wooden Soldiers. 


(Contributed to Tur Timts.])~ 

Can human folly, regarded from some 
special point of view, be considered a 
subject for scientific observation? We 
do not hesitate to answer in the affirm. 
ative, although up to the present time 
it has never been classified, and al- 
though it forms a whole too vast and 
too complex to belong to any special 
genus or .determined category, its 
magnitude and universality have 
hitherto kept it outside of positive 
studies, properly so called. Even 
now we do not pretend to treat 
the immense subject in its full 
extent, but simply wish to exam- 
ine one of its most interesting and 
serious phases, and one most worthy of 
attention; namely, the military system 
of the 1,400,000,000 human be- 
ings who at this moment people the 
strange little planet which, since the 
beginning of the world, has been wan- 
dering between Mars and Venus. 

Humanity is continually at war 
against itself without ever naving taken 
time to reflect and ask the reason why. 
It opens its veins for ¢he simple pleas- 
ure of seeing its noble blood flow, 
blood that is always young and contin- 
| ually renewed. 

How many men are destroye 
in acentury? Official reports and doc- 
uments preserved in the best accredited 
historical treatises enable us easily to 
calculate the number of soldiers who 
have been killed or have died during 
modern wars. Thus, for example, we 
know that during the unaccountable 
Franco-German war of 1870-71, 250,- 
000-victims were slain on the two 
sides; that during tne useless Crimean 
war of 1854-55, 785,000 were slain; 
that during the short Italian war of 
1859, 68,000 men fell on the field of 
battle or died in hospitals; that the 
game of chess between Prussia and 
Austria in 1866 deprived 46,000 indi- 
viduals of life; that inthe United States 
the strife between the North and South 
caused the death of 450,000 men in 
1860-64; we know, also, that the wars 
of the first empire poured out the blood 
of 5,000,000 Europeans, and, more- 


twenty times since 1815. On adding 
the number of victims of war during 
the last century a total of 19,840,900 
is reached simply in the civilized coun- 
tries of Europe and the United States. 

Commencing with the Trojan war tne 
case has been the samein all ages of 
history. Certain remarkable battles, 
fought hand to hand with knife or club, 
have had the memorable honor of leav- 
ing as many as 200,000 men dead on 
the field; as examples of this we cite 
the defeat of the Cimbrians and the 
Teutons by Marius and the last ex- 
ploits of Attila. The crusades in par- 
ticular merit honorable mention, as 
much for their mildness as for their 
usefulness. Without losing ourselves in 
details let us be content t6 prove that 
an average of 18,000,000 to 20,000,- 
000 men are killed..every century in 
Europe by the enlightened institntion 
of war. If these men, averaging 80 
years ofage, should joim hands they 
would form a line 4500 leagues long, 


pean epidemic of war gradually attacks 
them like an electric storm, killing and 
stretching them onthe ground; every 
century a similar line springs from the 
earth to fall in the same way. 

The nations of the extreme Orient 
(the Chinese and their neighbors) form 
a second human consolidation, and shed 
about the same quantity of blood. We 
call to mind their glorious heroes, 
Gengis Kahn and Tamerlane, who 
marked their routes with pyramids of 
severed heads. Barbarous nations also 
are engaged in perpetual combats, se¢l- 
dom killing fewer than 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 rational beings in the same 
space of time. 

The total number destroyed by hu- 
manity every century in its incessant 
political, religious orinternational wars 


| is at least 40,000,000. 


General statistics prove at the same 
time that, since the Trojan war 8000 
years ago, that is, since the beginning 
of history, not a single vear has elapsed 
in which some war has not killed its 
proportionate number. What am I say- 
iug? Since the Trojan war! If one 
may believe Christian tradition, had not 
the angels already foughtdn heaven? 
And is it not on the defeat of the rebel- 
lious angels that the existence of the 
devil, the temptation of Eve, the fall of 
Adam, original sin and the coming of 
the Redeemer, that is, the very foun- 
dations of Christianity, are firmly es- 
tablished? 

During the thirty centuries which 
have elapsed since the beginning of 
Asiatic and European history—since the 
time of Sesostris and David, of Xerxes 
and Cyrus—a loss of 40,000,000 a 
centiry makes the total number de- 
stroyed by war to be 1.200,000,000, a 
number very nearly representing the 
total population of the globe at the 
present day. 

Thus, in the last 3000 years, in the 
wars of the Pharoahs, in the Mongolian 
and Chinese invasions, and the con- 
quests of Alexander, etc., etc., as man 
human beings as now inhabit the globe 
have been slain honorably and officially, 
very often while singing canticles to 


their gods or drawing strains of joyful 
music trom.their instruments,

Paris, London, New York, St. Peters. 
burg, Vienga, Berlin and Rome are sud- 
denly arrested, like so many machines 
whose propelling power is in a moment 
extinguished. Streets are deserted, 
dwellings filled with the dead; cities 
and villagesare butso many cemeter- 


ies. 
After several days the wind blow- 
ing over this universal sepulchre 


carries with it only the nauseating odor 
of millions of decomposing bodies; from 
deserted buildings to the mute shores of 
great pest-stricken 
cities to the immeasurable plains, giant 
Silence, seated on the ruins of the 
globe, sleeéps in the midst of this vast 

eld: of the dead, in the midst of this 
prostrated army of 1,200,000,000 
corpses, 

This immense cemetery of al) man- 
kind, seen at one view, is the real 
méasure of the victims destroyed by 
war from the historical beginning of 
nations down the year of grace in 

Human folly is so great that, instead 
of leading tranquil, industrious, intel- 
lectual and happy lives, men continually 
commit suicide by opening their veins 
and pouring out their best blood in 
frantic convulsions. Watch humanity 
in actual life, choosing its strongest 
children, nourishing, educating and 
caring for them till they reach the full- 
ness of man’s estate, then methodically 
placing themin line. As there are but 
36,525 days in a century and 40,000,- 


000 individuals must be killed during 
that time, the knife is not laid aside a|{ 


single instant; 11,000 men are killed 
every day, almost one a minute, forty- 
six every hour! And there is no time 
to lose, for if by chance a single day is 
omitted 2200 condemed men await 
their turn on the morrow. 

Behold, how men employ themselves! 
That we may fully appreciate this high 
degree of intelligence let us make a 
few comparisons. 

The sword of Mars is ceaselessly 
drawing blood from human veins. Eigh- 
teen million cubic meters have already 
been shed. 

In summer at Paris the Seine delivers 
to the two parts of the bridge Pont- 
Neuf about 1 tet meters of water 
every second, moving with a force of 
8500 horsé power. Every hour 360,- 
000 cubic meters of water pass under 
the arches of the bridge, or 8,640,000 
cubic meters in a day. 

Now let uS stand on. the parapet of 
Pont-Neuf and watch this rapid, héavy 
and deep flow. Imagine the river to be 
human blood instead. of water, for if 
the blood shed in all wars was put alto- 
gether into the basin between the quays 
it would. form such a riyer, and we 
would havé to remain standing on the 
parapet above the red’and boiling bil- 
lows forty-eight, no, fifty hours, to see 
it all flow away. 

These floods of blood would turn gi- 
gantic mills and pat in motion turbines 
capable of throwing immense jets to 
the most distant water conduits, and of 
sprinkling the whole city. Steamboats 
would pass up and down theriver as 
they do today; barques would rock on 
the purple surges, whose penetrating 
odor would enter the royal buildings 
like nauseating fumes from the infernal 
regions of Dante. This quantity of 
blood weighs 18,900,000,000  kilo- 
grams. It is an unfailing stream, 
which every hour since history began 
has unceasingly poured 680 litres of 
blood to dye the royal purple worn by 
the occupants of imperial thrones. | 

If the 1,200,000,000 skeletons of 
these tragic sports should rise and climb 
One upon another, the ladder thus 
formed would reach the moon, then coil 
about that body and, continuing on- 
ward, would mountinto infinite space 
four times as far .again; that is, 500,- 
700 leagues in height. 

The corpses, if thrown into the chan- 
nel at Calais, would form the famous 
bridge so long planned between France 
and England. and separate the ocean 
from the North Sea by a weir. 

If only the heads of the men slaugh- 
tered in war were taken and placed side 
by side, a band would be formed reach- 
ing six times around the world. : 

What more can be added to these in- 
comparable pictures which are less 
hideous than reality? Simply one re- 
mark: that every month-the govern- 
ments of Europe alone, for their good 
pleasure, kill more men than the num- 
ber of stars seen in the heavens.with 
the naked eye onaclear night. _ 

That the grounds for declaring war 
are worthless is proved by their insig- 
nificance. Since the Trojan war, made 
to reclaim an unfaithful wife, down to 
that of 1870, made under the pretext 
of preventing the Hohenzollerns from 
sitting on the Spanish throne, or those 
of the English in the Indies or in Egypt, 
orthose of Servia and the eternal Ori- 
ental question, there has never been 
any good reason for training troops of 
men, filling them with rage and making 
them devour each other like wolves. 

Half acentury afterward the result 
of all these convulsions is shown only 
by a change of color on geographical 
maps. 

Sometimes war is supposed to be a 
fatal, natural and necessary evil, “‘like 
epidemics,’’ says some one else, ‘‘to pre- 
vent the human race from multiplying 
too rapidly.’’ (!11) 
|The earth could easily gupport ten 
times more people than it now does, 
and the destructions of war only affect 


Y |'iu a relatively feeble proportion the’ 


whole human population, which is_per- 
petuated, as is weil known, at the regu- 


lar rate of one birth a second. On the}. 


contrary, there are not enough hands on 


| the earth, and family. would be much 
richer if humanity had twice as many |" 


in its service. In fact, the condition of 
permanent armed peace, the European 
military system, is the principal cause 
of the present barrenness and ruin of 
countries. 7 

There are seventy inhabitants to a 
square kilometer in France, each man 
having his share of the sun and able to 
earn his own living; but in other re- 
gions with as many natural advantages 
as France, like North America, with’ 
the same climate and soil, there are 
only four inhabitants to the square 
kilometer! Also the earth becomes less 
and less cultivated. 

War is not ‘only an unnecessary 
scourge, but is more injurious than all 
others, for it never comes alone; sick- 
ness, ruin and famine always follow in 
its path. But, that we may be fully 
enlightened about the extent of human 


humanity in its..course; | 


folly, no pictare is more instructive 
than that of national badgets and of 
the manner in which national resources 
are spent. | 

A great amount of money is neces- 
sary in order to killin proper manner, 
for each man slain costs about $7000, 


plying faxes of all nations “are never 


human troops. Every year Europe 
spends more than #1,200,000,000 
shedding her children's blood; 
an 

$400,000 = ever day. The war 
in America did not cost less than $16, 
000,000,000. Since the Crimean war 
down to that of 1870-81, the civilized 
nations of Europe and America spent in 


000 of the ordinary budget and fiiore 
than $11,000,000,000 raised expressly 
for that purpose, making a total of 
$21,000,000,000. The wars of the 
last 100 years nave cost the sum of 
$140,000,000,000, without counting 
the sorrow, the loss 6f men and other 
deplorable results. 

For a part only of this fabulous sum 
all the children might” have been 
brough up and educated gratuitously; 
all lines of railways might have been 
built; provision might have been made 
for the attempts to realize aerial navi- 
gation; customs, town dues .and all 
obstacles to freedom. of trade might 
have been suppressed; all destitution 
might have been removed except that 
caused by idleness and infirmity; we 
might perhaps already be able to com- 
municate with the inhabitants of other 
worlds! We might have been able— 
but what are we saying? We might be 
happy. and we do not wish to be. 

- 1t-the-son ofa family should conduct 
himself as do the governments of the 
most civilized nations of Europe, he 
would be declared an outlaw andcon- 
demned to the galleys or the scaffold, 
as the judge might determine; certainly 
no man would think him in full possess- 
} ion of his reasoning powers. 

Does crime or folly rule? The two 
are united and divide the world between 
them. 

For a long time the resources gained 
by labor have been insufficient. Again 
and again it is necessary to borrow 
money and-to discount the future. To- 
day the public debt of Europe and 
America has risen to $19,600,000,000. 
It is’ increasing, and will, keep on in- 
creasing until all nations become bank- 
rupt. The entire public debt of all the 
diffetent nations actually reaghes the 
sum of $26,000,000,000, and this im- 
mense amount humanity owes to itself! 
No astronomical problem is so great as 
this, and no observatory can be com- 
pared to the chamber of deputies. 

For whom and for what purpose are 
all these debts, these sacrifices and im- 
posts of every kind, and this constantly 
growing public embarrassment? They 
are to cripple agriculture, to render the 
earth barren, to cause universal famine 
and to work out the inexorable mutual 
destruction of nations. 

Better still! Our intelligent human- 
ity has up to the present time had grati- 
tude only toward its spoilers, honor for 
its executioners, laurels for assassins 
and statues for those who crush others 
under the iron heel of oppression. _ 

What shall we conclude from this ex- 
amination? May we seriously hopethat 
the day will come when humanity shall 
recognize its felly, when nations shall 
attain the age of reason, and infamous 
war cease to sully our planet, “because 
men have become more enlightened 
concerning the true conditions of hap- 
piness? No, we may not. Men are’so 
made; they need masters,and execu- 
tioners; they need misfortunes. For 
many long years still ninety-nine men 
out of every hundred will feel the neces- 
sity of killing each other; znd the hund- 
redth man, who thinks them fools, will 
himself be considered a Utopian. 

Can allthe armies of the world be 
abolished? Do you dream of such a 
thing? It is impossible. . 

_A friend of mine, and a mechanic, has 
kindly calculated the cost of making 
wooden soldiers of natural size and good 
condition. 
today areonly an affair of number, 
money and stratagem, he has declIded 
that all the armies could easily be re- 
préduced for 6,000,000,000 francs, 
or $1.200,000,000, a year (soldiers in 
fir, under-officers in oak, officers in rose- 
wood, captains in mahogany, colonels in 
cedar and generalsin ivory,) and that 
they could be. drilled by steam power, 
the artillery being included in the cal- 
culation The leaders of the two na- 
tions at war and their staff officers 
would conduct the strategy at thtir risk 
and peril. The victory would belong, 
as heretofore, to him who by his skill 
should succeedin checkmating his ad- 
versary and in destroying the greatest 
number of combatants. This improve- 
ment on ordinary armies would have 
the advantage of leaving the husband- 
manto his field, the workman in his 
factory andthe student to his studies, 
and would promote public prosperity 
and general happiness. 

This may answer as advice to. future 
ministers of war when men, having 
finally reached the age of reason, shall 
refuse to fight. But for long centuries 


still ministers and generals can rest 


upon their laurels. e children of our 
good planet will not soon attain the 
age of reason. And then, what can 
they do? They must busy themselves 
with something. ; 

Besidés, when one belongs to a race 
every nation of which deems it an honor 
to possess a ‘‘ministry of war’? at its 
head, without even perceiving the in- 
famy of such a title, he would, perhaps, 
seem rather innocent if he tried to talk 
sensibly. 

Oh, brothers in the system of Sirius 
or Capella! If-you can distinguish us 
‘from so great a distance, how you. must 
laugh at our national and international 
policy!

Omana, May 27,— [Special corres- 
pondence of Tur Tiwrs.] One accus- 
tomed to living under the bright skies 
and balmy air of Southern California 
cannot help but feel the invigorating ef- 
fect of afew days’ sunshine in Nebraska, 
where the rain-soaked earth has seen 


no gleam of clear skies, lo! these many. 


weeks. A fewclear days, probably, are 
more appreciated, as the people here 
never permit their faith to wayer upon 
the state of the weather. Liken unto 
the Nebraska granger, who said he 
“could eat salt pork for 800 meals but 
did not like it for a steady diet.”’ 

_ The past day or two has been devoted 
to preparations for celebrating the ad- 
mission of Nebraska into the Union, in 


1867, to be held at the State capital. 4 


A fair representation from this city 


went down on Thursday and helped 


swell the procession, and crowds poured 
into Lincoln all day long. The citizens 
spent the early hours getting their dec- 
Orations im shape and nearly every 
house on the line of march showed in 
various designs aW the national colors 
could suggest. It was estimated that 
80,000 people were present in and 
about the city. Inthe Representative 
Hall, Thursday evening, the meé¢ting of 
the native sons and daughters of Ne- 


| braska was one of the features and the 
programme wasinteresting. The hall's 


seating capacity was greatly .tested 
and when the eye ran over the assem- 
bly and saw those under middle age an 
appreciation of the fact that~ the State 
has grown to its present proportions 
and. development within less than the 
One 
feature in the decorations was a large 
banner suspended from the chandelier 
and on which was painted a life-size 
grasshopper and the words, ‘‘Bug-eat- 
ers.’’ The grasshopper, it is supposed, 
is a lineal descendant of those which at 
one time were thought to be the only 
certain crop the Nebraska farmer could 
surely depend upon. ) 

Roscoe Pound of Lincoln delivered 
the address of welcome. The speaker 
ofthe evening was G. M. Hitchcock, 
editorof the Omaha Herald. He said: 
‘‘Home is one of the sweetest words in 
our languarge. Around it clusters the 
dearest memories and most tender feel- 
ings. It is the burden of the most 
beautiful songs, the subject of the most 
delicate poetry and the thought ot the 
happiest dreams. Thesons and daugh- 
ters of Nebraska have more than ordi- 
nary canse of rejoicing. Our-home is 
in the midst of progress. Brought forth 
in the paradise of future achievements, 


} we are privileged to work out the 


problem of life ‘without being driven 
forth into the world by the flaming 
sword of necessity, as those are whose 
homes are in older lands where growth 
has ceased and where the future is as. 
dead as the present. There is some- 
thing besides rejoicing for the sons and 
daughters of Nebraska. With every 
privilege there comes a_ responsibility 
and the fortune of our Western birth 
has brought withitaduty. ‘The earth 
is the Lord’s and the fullness thereof.’ 
He has bestowed it upon man. He sent 
our parents out from the settled. civili- 
zation of the East to the American des- 
ert of the West. They came, they sub- 
jugated this country with the arts of 
peace and they leave it to us fresh 
from the hands of God; their self sacri- 
fices and their intelligent toil have 
ended. Icanimagine no spectacle so 
sublime as the subjugation of a country 
by the hand of man, when he enters 
upon it to lay out farms, to build homes, 
to erect cities, to form societies and to 
frame a system of civil government. 
In performing it man more closely fol- 
lows the creative power of the world. 
The Nebraska of today in compa,ison 
with that when our pioneer fathers 
crossed the Missouri, and westward was 
the young man’s watchword, has 
brought great and marvelons changes.

and acook. A cowboy on the round-up 
has a string of 6 to @ ponies, the men 
of each mess usually holding their ani- 
mals together and taking turns at night 
herding. 

The day’s routine of a round-up party 
at work on the range is: first, gather- 
ing cattle; second, separating them ac- 
cording to ownership, third, branding 
calves. 

As early .as 3 a.m. the call ‘Roll 
out!’ is passed throughjghecamp. The 
night herders have already driven the 


letters or signs forming the trade mark 
of the owner.

‘pestir themselves preparing 
Camp fires are in afew minutes flashing 
red lights in the misty gray of the 
cowboys. are here and 
there wrestling with shying and buck- 
ing bronchos; some men, trying to

a lariat like the tail boy in crack-the- 
whip: others, in the saddle, are tossing 
up and down in the air with the mo- 
tions of a bounding football. 

Camp has awakened noisily, and the 
racket goes on until the riders set off. 
The skirmish and scramble of saddling 
up over, the men shout and clatter 
during their hasty smack, and then off 
the troop of riders go. Camp is in a 
moment as still as a graveyard; no one 
left but the cooks. They are gathering 
scattered tins cups and plates, and mut- 
tering imprecations at the careless cow- 
boys, it heing the cook’s province to 

owl, 

The foreman, leading the troop, makes 
direct fora point ten or fifteen miles 
from camp, telling off men right and 
left by the way, so disposing of them, 
up ravines and over plateaus, as to 
cover the grazing ground to “be worked 
over during the day. Each man, thus 
given his duty, goes off as far as some 
natural dividing line between ranges— 
a high divide, a mountain, a marsh, a 
sand waste or a stream.- Returning 
from these outposts, the riders con- 
jointly scour a portion of country into 
which outside cattle are not likely soon 
to wander. The rendezvous is usually 
at a spot about midway between camp

tive comparisons. When the calfis a 
tender little fellow, only afew weeks 
in this cruel world, it seems plaintively

because of its helplessness. It is 80 
young, 80 ‘Weak, so tiny, so innocent 
why giveit pain? Itcan but weep and 
pi a tremulous, treble, lamb-like 
“B-a-a-a-ah!"? Not so the toughened 
yearling. He is a courageous, domi- 
neering buck, a rising warrior gmong 
the grazing herd, When the hated 
rope that curtailg his liberty tightens 
about his head or leg, he vents a defiant 
bellow that echoes over the rolling 
plains and off among the foothills, His 
freedom, that never felt halter, is being 
assailed. He is now apt to lower 
horns and rush madly toward his cap- 
tor, whose pony is only too willing to 
obey spur and scurry aside from the 
young monarch of the meadow. When, 
however, the budding bull is roughly 
checked in his mad careening bv the 
lariat of the second cowboy, thrown 
from behind, he roars in  im- 
potent rage and mortification.

Winter 6n ranch is the dull Season. 
Once in a while the cowboys may be 


back cattle drifting helplessly before 
the ever-driving northwest wind, or 
they may Have to pick up young calves 
from the range and carry them to the 
stable to save theirlives. But much of 
the time thé men sit in the bunkhouse, 
a wood fire rearing in the open chimney 
place, metiding and making bridles, 
saddiés and knick-knacks, or losing 
small fortunés at cards. 

At the eae of winter half the 
ranch employés are usually discharged. 
The half retained thereupon invite their 
late comrades to become their guests at 
the éxpénsé Of the boss for an indefinite 
time. All aecept. Some remain until 
hired over again the ensuing spring. 
Others makeatrip home to Texas, or 
“Arkansaw," oreventhe East. Others, 
again, set Out On a grand round-up of 
their own among their fellows of the 
range, to°be entertained with poker, 
firewater and strong stories. 

The sometimes injudiciously glorified 
cowboy with heroic 
qualities. He indeed not infrequently 
possesses brute courage, and on the 
frontier finer gifts and graces are not 
asapttosHine. The courage displayed 
as occupation brivgs him 
little credit, though therein he often 
needs it—in sixty-mile rides, in battling 
with the blizzard, in taming a stubborn 
horse, in Wrestling with a yearling bull. 
In the public opinion he cares for he 
reaches true greatness only when he

divide and stream in the vast range. 
The committee’s report to the conven- 
tion provides for the operations, during 
several months, of forty or fifty round- 
up parties, which, setting out at pre- 
scribed dates on various designated 
- parts of the range, and,connecting with 
one another at stated points, ransack 
every square mile of the grazing coun- 
try in search of cattle. The round-up 
arranged for, the Convention is over. 
Official supervision of the round-up now 
_ passes into the hands of the State Stock 
Commissioner. 
Convention days are holidays in Chey- 
enne. On the minds of the members as 
a body the formal proceedings weigh 
Lightly.

This annual meeting, be it understood, 
is not one of cowboys, but of cowmen. 
The cowboy is the hired worker; the 
cowman, the capitalist. The gathering 
is one of silk and derby hats; not one of 
broad-brim white felts. Many out-of- 
town members arrive at Cheyenne in 

the parlor cars of the regular express 
trains, and some years a special Pull- 
man train has been run all the way from 
Chicago. Nowadays few large herd 
owners live out on the ranches. * 

Yet on occasion the eowman, as well 
asthe cowboy, is festive. When con- 
vention time is past Cheyenne admits 
to itself that the reign of the civilized 

Bat has indeed been brilliant. Neéver, 
indeed, save when in the fall, after the 
round-ups, the modified sombrero of the 
wild cowboy imparts color to the prom- 
enades, is the town more lively. In his

venture. The cattle, meekly obeying 
drovers’ calls, such as ‘*Whoop-ee!’’ 
“Git along!” ‘‘Hay-ho!l’’ head the way 
they are driven, But antelope, gopher, 
deer, and occasionally catamount, bear 
and buffalo may tempt the cowboy to 
turn sportsman for the passing hour. 
About noon ali the cattle on the day’s 
grounds are gathered. They are held 
by mounted cowboys in herds number- 
ing two or three hundred each. . Mean- 
time the pony herds have been driven 


‘up. The tired little fellows that have 


been ridden on the long morning’s hunt 
are unsaddled and new mounts are 
taken by the men. : 

The separation ofa general herd of 
cattle into herds by ownership is called 
‘cutting out.’’ With grown-up and 
branded animals the ta8k of rendering 
his property toeach stockman inter- 
ested is easy enough, butin the case 
of voung calves ownership is oftena 
nice matter to decide. When a herd is 
undisturbed a calf usually runs‘at the 
side of its mother, and as she is driven 
out of the bunch, the little one follows 


her. But if an unbranded calf is found: 


estray the question’ of whose it is can- 
In such 
case it is customary to award the calf— 
the ‘‘maverick,’’ so called from a ranch 
owner in Texas who abandoned all his 
cattle on.the range—to the owner of 
the largest female herd in the locality. 

In cutting out, experienced cowboys 
ride slowly intoa general herd and, 
selecting an animal of a certain brand, 
gently drive it ont tothe guard line of 
mounted cowboys, where it is taken in 
charge by an awaiting horseman and 
driventoa spota few hundred yards 
away. There, as the beginning ofa 
herd of its brand, it is held by another 


general herds proceed quietly, having 
care to avoid a stampede. When, how- 


ever, a young steer has been urged to. 


the edge of a bunch of cattle he is often 
sufficiently excited to start out onthe 
prairie on a gallop for liberty, and be- 
fore heading him offthe cowboyin 
charge of him may have a wild dash for 
a mile or more in pursuit. So the work 
proceeds, the general herds dissolving, 
the individual herds ressene enlarg- 
ing, until the former disappear. ° . 
Cutting out .finished, the round-up 
party disperses for the day. The 
branded cattle:on their home range, ex- 
cepting cows with calves, are turned 
adrift. Estrays are held in a separate 
bunch from day to day. and when some- 
thing of a herd belonging in one locality 
is collected they are started off in charge 
of some men to where they belong. The 
bunch of cows with calves of each sepa- 
rate ownership are taken in charge by 
the cowboys of the firm interested, and 
are driven toward camp, which the 
cooks have moved up near the ren- 
dezvous. 
afternoon, and all hands are glad to 
fortify themselves with dinner.

‘If done in the open it is especially diffi- 


cult, ropes then being necessary in 
handling the calves. In such a case a 


man fides up toward the calf to be 


branded, and looping up his long pony 
tether, skillfully throws one end of it as 
a noose either over the head or about a 
hind foot of the lively little animal as 
it trots or gallops awav. On feeling 
the rope the calf increases its speed. 
The cowboy then winds the hand end of 
the rope about the pommel of his saddle, 
the pony braces itself, the rope is 
stretched straight, and the calf falls. 
A second cowboy hurries up, nooses the 
calf at the head if it has been caught by 
a foot, or vice versa, quickly stretches 
-his. rope taut, and the animal, with head

Lying pios- 
trate, burned, cut, bleeding, his eyes a 
fire, he convulsively and . faintly 
breathes desperation, but vengeance, 
too. However, released and all over, 
the great calf rises, blinks, shakes him- 
self, with unsteady steps walks away, 
and halting a quarter of a mile off, 
stands wilted, silently viewing the dis- 
tant blue hilltops and chewing the cud 
of steer philosophy, his woes already 

The work on one grazing ground is 
similarto that on all others. When 
two round-up parties meet a mutual 
transfer is made of estray cattle, be- 
longing to ranches further ahead on the 
route ofeach. The, main purposes of 
the general spring round-up are the 


branding of calves and the restoration 


of estraysto their owners. With this 
work accomplished, every cattle-raiser 
of the range is in possession of his hoof 
property, branding signifying posses- 
sion, and his animals are dotting the 
plains as near his ranch as the open 
range system of grazing permits. 

When on the general round-up the 
cowboy lingers but briefly about tne 
evening campfire. He is mindful of 
the morrow’s early start and the long 
stent. - In the first month of the round- 
up the nights are cold: all summer long 
they arecool. Preparing one’s bed is 
something of a job. All-hands, save 
perhaps the pampered cook, sleep on 
the ground; a few men have tents, 
many lie out in the open, under the 
starry vault. In going to bed, the cow- 
boy who knows how, first smooths with 
a shovel a bit of ground the size cf a 
mattress, digging away the earth in a 
spot or two to conform with ‘the curves 
of his body. He first lays a full-size 
rubber blanket on the ground, lining 
upward. Over this he spreads a piece 
of heavy waterproof canvas, more than 
twice the size of the rubber blanket. 
Next, and even with the ends of his 
canvas and rubber blanket, he unfolds 
his woolen blanket, or, if he is rich, 
blankets. His overcoat and whatever 
clothing he takes off, if any, he folds 
fora pillow. Walking now to the fout 
of his great piece of canvas, he turns 
it up over, the blankets and pillow, 
lapping it berond them a foot or two at 
the head. Then he tucks on each side 
of the canvas above the rubber blanket, 
but under the rest of the bed until 
the edges of the canvas. meet. 
Lastly, he works his way § feet 
foremost from the top, into his big im- 

rovisedsack. If itis freezing weather, 

e tucks the overlap atthe head of his 
bed down underneath his pillow. In 
there, tired, dry, warm, snug, in a mo- 
ment he is asleep like a log, not to awa- 
ken until morning. Before dawfa good 
kick from a friendly night herder car- 


eries to his understanding the fact that 
‘the order has been issued to roll out and 


greet the coming day. 
Though the ranchhouse is sometimes 
a fine stone or frame dwelling, it is com- 


monly a log hut, built near a spring or 


stream. The log stable, close by, is in 
appearance often equal to the house. 
Some ranches have two shelters for fts 
people, a messhouse and a bunkhouse. 
The buildings, one-story and weather 
worn, stand in a strip of fenced- in 
meadow, which supplies the hay for 
winter feed. Rude and uninviting is 
the cowboy’s home, and as one looks

In his 
social hours, his buzzing rivals a streak 
of wind in a cation. Aside from his 
nerve and his startling fluency, the cow- 
boy is commonplace.

he is theoretically gallant. Emulation 
in learning and the fine arts never dis- 
turbs ranch society; so he is ignorant. 

The cowboy’s pony is lithe and _ wiry.

CITY FINANCES. 


Regular Weekly Meeting of the Committee 
of the Council, 

The regular weekly meeting of the 
Finance Committee of the Council was 
held yesterday, when the following re- 
port was adopted: 

Recommend that the report of the City 
Auditor Showing the condition of the funds. 
for the week ending May 28, 1892, be™ 
filed. 

Recommend that the petition of J. M. 
Bassett, executor, asking for a cancellation 
of certain tax sales for the year 1888-89, 
be referred to the City Assessor. 

In the matter of the petition trom W. W. 
Webb, the same being to 
the petition from C. BE. Webb, asking for a 
return of $2.50, taxes paid upon improve- 
ments on lot 32, block 2, of the Bennett 
tract.in the year 1891-92, when no such 
improvements existed on said property at 
the time of making the assessment for the 
said fiscal year, the City Assessor having 
reported to this committee that the taxes 
on said improvements were paid by the 
purchaser of said improvements from- 
Webb, we recommend that said petition be 
granted, and that upon presentation of a 
proper demand drawn upon the tax fund of 
1891-92, that the sum of $2.50 be re- 
turned to the petitioner. 

In the matter of the communication of 
H. W. Hellman, vice-president of the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank, the City Attor- 
ney, after reviewing the matter of selling 
funding bonds’to Mr. Lunt, informs us that 
he is of the opinion that we should read- 
vertise for bids for said bonds, now thata 
change has been made, making them pay- 
able in gold, and interest payable semi- 
annually; we therefore recommend that 
the City Treasurer readvertise for bids. 

Recommend that the assessment against 
the Westlake Park front, for widening 
Seventh street, be paid out of the cash 
fund, as no provision was made f or paying 
this assessment when the park iund was 
apportioned. 

Recommend that Wiliam Mead be al- 
lowed to place $2000 insurance upon the 
City Hallin the Royal Insurance Company 
of Liverpool.
